And an 
other father to the ſame purpoſe ſaith: Nihil prodeſt, quia 
hymnum cantat lingua tua ſi ſacrilegium exhalat vita tua. It 
is a verie vile thing to haue truth in the mouth, and falſ- 


hood in the heart. A theefe many times is not knowen 


by his face from a true man. Experience proueth,that as 


poiſoning hearbes do grow greene as well as the Whole -

And Saint Auguſline 
pꝛoueth, that ſchiline offended God moze then idolatrie, becauſe it 


was moꝛe grieuoully puniſhed,as in Chore, Dathan & Abiram, 


who were ſchiſmatiques, then in Aaron: and them that 


bed the golden calfe, who were idolaters, The greater puniſhment 


moſt commonly is a token of the greater ſinne.

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It is a moſt dangerous thing to be ſeparated by ante octafion 
fromthe true Church, the which (God be thaked)may beſo plain⸗ 
ly ſeene at this day in this realme of Eagland, that no man can 
doubt ok it. And yet very many haue bin carried awate from the 
ſame th2ough the blaſts of falſe doctrine $ and ſome without ante 
cauſe haue tw tw raſhiy diuoꝛced themſelues, what coloꝛ of refo2- 
mation ſo euer they haue pꝛetended. The Coꝛinthians were very 
much diuided among theniſelues: one woulde bo of Paul, another 
of Cephas, another of Apollo, and ſo they attributed as much to 
theyꝛ Miniſters as vnto Chꝛiſt. They bꝛought their ſtrifes and 
contentions to the iudgement ſeate of Ethnikes: they ſuffered an 
inteſtuous man, who had the wife ol his Father, to be connerfant 
be» among them: they thought not whozcdome to be ſame: they did 
"1 | encrp whereeate with the Pauums, of things offered vnto idols : 
they celebꝛated the ſupper of the Loꝛd with vnquietnes of minde ; 
they abuſed the gift of tongues : neither did they iudge trulie and 
godlie of the reſurrection. Theſe were no doubt grieuous blemi⸗ 
hes, vet notwithſtanding Paul did not foꝛſake the Church of Co⸗ 
rinth. Neuertheles ſome men can (as they thinke) with a ſafe con- 
| ſcience condemne this our maſt Chꝛiſtian Church, both by ſp 
king and waiting againtt it, and alſo by cutting off themſelues fr 
the ſame, gathering themſelues together into coꝛners ard in ſecret 
conuenticles, as the Family of Loue the B:ownilts , the Yarti- 
niſts,and others like unto them. 
Bauch were in olde time theyꝛ pꝛ edeceſſo2s the Danatiſts,who 
in compariſon of theſelues condemned all other Chꝛiſtians. They 
releaſed theyꝛ owne crue from the ſeueritie ofthe cenſure, and yet 
in theyꝛ congregation ſuffered moſt impure men, namely the Op⸗ 
tatians, the Gildonians, and the Pꝛumians.

ing by the pꝛouidence of God appointed vnto the people fo? paſtoꝛs 
and captaines ot concoꝛd and charitie, were ſo at variance emeng 
themſelues. Neither would heee giue any judgement as touching 
theyꝛ controuerſies, oꝛ vet reade their libels which they veltuered”
